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_ Altona Council has granted Altona Petro- 
chemical Co. Ltd. another 14 days in which to 
stop noise and offensive odour emissions. 


The city’s Chief Health In- 
spector will inspect the com- 
pany’s plant each day and 
Council will again consider 
the matter at a special meet- 
ing at 7.30 p.m. on June 2. 

The company will be asked 
to furnish Council with a re- 
port on steps it has taken at 
the end of the 14-day exten- 
sion period. 

On April 16 Council served 
an order on the company 
under Section 44 of the Health 
Act to force it to abate the 
nuisances. A 14-day exten- 
sion was granted, to expire 
on May 14, but since then the 
company has issued a report 
to Council. 

‘The report stated that Dr. 
W. H. Lang, an American en- 
vironmental control expert 

- from the Esso Research and 
Engineering Co., had arrived 
in Melbourne to study the 
company’s problem. 

The company said it was 
continuing efforts to improve 
- operations and minimise any 
possible air oF water ~con- 
tamination. 

“During the past fortnight 
the Senior Health Inspector 
and his assistant have con- 
tinued to inspect our prem- 
_ises daily,” the company said. 

“Their report shows, I be- 
+ lieve, that our standard of 

operation has been very high: 





However, we have continued 
to receive complaints that are 
completely unjustified. 

“On at least two oceasions 
we have been able to prove 
to the salisfaction of your 
inspectors that these com- 
plaints were not caused by 
APS. 

“T am very concerned 
about the unfavorable public- 
ity that A.P.C. — and Altona 
— have received in the past 
several months and request 
that the Council help to en- 
sure that the local residents 
are aware of all the facts.” 

The company listed a num- 
ber of projects it had under- 
taken to improve conditions 
at its plant. These included 
a smokeless flare, cool waste 
water effluent, improved oil 
separator operation to reduce 
odour, a noise survey, and 
general repair and improve- 
ment of equipment. 

The Minister for Heaith 
asked the Council to inform 
him of the operations at the 
Petrochemical plant which it 
considered. contravened the 
Health Act. 

The Minister said he had 
been advised that the Council 
was taking legal action to 
abate the nuisance caused by 
the company.

Since joining Esso in 1947, 
Dr. Lang has carried out 
environmental control studies 
and project designs for 
plants in many parts of the 
world, including the United 
States, Canada, Central and 
South America, Britain, Eur- 
ope, Indonesia and the Philip- 


pines. 

Dr. Lang (58) was born 
in Washington, Pennsylvania, 
and was Chief of Recrea- 
tional Sanitation at the 
Bureau of Parks in the 
Department_of Forests _ 





In answer to questions Dr. 
Lang said that pollution 
regulations in America were 
in “‘a state of flux.” But he 
indicated that the pollution 
laws operating in Altona were 
far more stringent than 
those in practice in America 
and other parts of the world. 

He emphasised that‘ his 
approach to the problem was 
definitely objective. The 
prime factor was not cost 
but necéssity. 

He recounted some _in- 
‘stances of environmental 
pollution in America and 
said that no where had he 
seen their counterpart in 
Altona or elsewhere in Aus- 
tralia.
